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Damage contained in computer lab

Tlicre was a small fire Thursday 
afternoon at Antioch Community 
High School, after students had been 
dismissed. Staff noticed smoke com- 
ing from the vents and called 91 1 but 
said they thought diey could handle 
it. At 3:38 p.m. school personnel 
called back and requested help from 
the fire department 

Fire Chief Dennis Volling was 
riding on the first truck that arrived 
and was surprised when he went 
into the school and found business 
going on as usual. The first thing he 
did was to pull the fire alarm in order 
to evacuate the building. 

Fire fighters searched the build- 
ing and found the problem in the 
computer lab. The alarm was 
upgraded and firefighters from Lake 



Villa and Fox Lake came to the scene. 
Firefighters from Salem, Wis., came 
for stand-by at the Antioch Fire 
Department station. 

The fire was contained in the 
computer lab and firefighters were 
able to extinguish it in about 45 min- 
utes. There was some fire damage 
and a few computers were ruined. 

The cause of the fire was due to* 
the way new boxes of computers 
were stored, which not only started 
the fire, but also prevented the sprin- 
klers from extinguishing it. The 
boxes were stacked all the way to the 
ceiling, and one stack rose to a 
recessed can light, 

"That's why they say nothing 
should be higher than 18 inches 
below the sprinkler head," depart- 
ment spokesman Lt Chris Lienhardt 
said. 

Since the box was against the 
can light and above the sprinkler 



head, the sprinklers were not activat- 
ed. Firefighters said if this had hap- 
pened at night when people weren't 
around to notice the smoke, the fire 
would have burned into the ceiling 
and caused a great deal of damage. 

"This fire demonstrates the 
importance of proper storage proce- 
dure," Lienhardt said. "The potential 
was there for a fire that was much 
worse." 

The Fire Department and high 
school officials planned to meet this 
week to discuss how the situation 
could have been handled differently. 

"Don't not call the fire depart- 
ment since it can cause one of the 
biggest delays," lienhardt said." A 
building should always be evacuat- 
ed. 

"We're all thankful it wasn't 
much worse," he said.

As for 
June 29, Hunt said he doesn't know 
what he will do. 

However, on August 1 his long 
time off will end. He has been 
accepted as a full-time faculty mem- 
ber at Soudiern Illinois University, 
Edwardsville. He will be teaching 
education administration to stu- 



dents who are teachers wanting to go 
into administration. 

"It's a different type of role, but 
one I'm looking forward to," Hunt 
said. "After 34 years, I think I have 
some things to share." He will be 
teaching school law, community 
relations and an introduction to 
administration. 

Hunt describes himself and his 
wife as empty ncsters.

All signs indicate that the initial 
year of the Advisory Program begun 
with freshman at District 117 has 
been a success at both schools. 

Program directors sent out sur- 
veys and about one-third were 
returned. Most parents were satis- 
fied, but most students were not 
pleased to have only half of a 
period to eat their lunch. 

"The freshmen aren't aware 
that half-period lunches were 
followed by a study hall until 
recently when space became too 
tight," said Fran Waible, head of 
the Advisory at Antioch 
Community High School. Sara 
English heads up the program at 
Lakes Community High School. 

The advisory groups meet 
with the same group and the 
same advisor after lunch on a 
daily basis, and the program 
began with this year's freshman. 
Next year the program will 
include freshman and sopho- 
mores. 

The school board felt there 
was .an unmet need for students 
and sent teachers to study the 
programs of different schools. 
They like the advisory program 
used at New Trier High School, 
and advisors there are training 
District 117 advisors. 

The number of students who 
were given write-ups for infrac- 
tions of rules like being late to 
class or creating problems in the 
commons, dropped by half. 
Overall, grades improved by 2 
percent the first semester. 

For the most part, parents 
seemed satisfied but thought 
there should be better commu- 
nication. Fran Waible, head of 
the program at Antioch 
Community High School, 
agreed. 

"We're advocates for the par- 
ents and the children," Waible 
said. "The advisers' goal was to 
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form a relationship with the stu- 
dents." That happened between 
the advisor and the group as well 
as amongst the groups shortly 
following spring break, she said. 

"We want to challenge them 
to open their minds to the possi- 
bilities," Waible said. "We want 
to show them that what they do 
now impacts what happens 
later." 

Each high school had about 14 
advisors this year and will add advi- 
sors for the incoming freshmen. 

"The faculty really believes in 
this program, and the parents can 
tell something is going on," Waible 
said."Wc learned things from the 
kids. They need hands-on activities. 
We quickly got rid of the books. 

"Our team-building service proj- 
ects were fabulous. I was pleased 
with the kinds of things the kids 
thought of. After all, Antioch is built 
on volunleerism."

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ight-year-old Michael Wilson chattered his 
teeth together as he stood at water's edge on 
a cool afternoon on May 25. But his chat- 
tering teeth were forming , an ear-to-car 
smile; 

Wilson just splashed olTof.ThQ.yo.rtex, one. 
of 25 new water slides brought to Lake County 
by SixFIags Great America and their new water 
park Hurricane Harbor. 

"It, was really fun and really fast," Wilson 
said, "Maybe at least five miles per hour." 

Wilson guessed about how fast he was 
shooting around the Vortex's funneled 
finale, but there was not doubt about the 
fun he was having at the park's grand 
opening. He and a couple hundred 
other invited guests were able to take 
part in the special preview of die park 
before the official first day on 
Saturday, May 28. 

The cold water, in conjunction 
with a cool breeze had Wilson shaking 
in his suit for. the opening, but now that 
the park is officially open, the only people, 
shaking are other area water parks. 

"There's really nothing else like Hurricane 
Harbor in the Midwest," said Six Flags 
Spokesperson Michelle Hoffman. "What really 
sets us apart from anyone in the area is that you get 
both parks for one price." 

For years now, Six Flags opening something new 
lias been the official staple for the start of summer. From 
the Raging Bull, to DGja vu, to Superman - every new 
summer has brought a new roller coaster. This year howev- 
er, SixFIags had a much bigger initiative. An initiative includ- 
ing more than 2 million gallons of water, more than two miles 
of water slides and about 600 new employees. 

"I think this is going to be a tremendous boost for tourism In 
the area," said Lake County Visitor's Bureau President Maureen 
Riedy. "We have a lot of different attractions, but tills is really the mag- 
net for the whole county. It's really the icon for the county In terms of 
drawing tourists." 

The park will be attached directly to the existing park with the entrance 
located in Six Flag's Southwest Territory. Visitors will be greeted by some rac- 
ing slides where thrill seekers can fly, face first, down the slide on a mat Also at 
the entrance to Hurricane Harbor will be Skull Island, the world's largest interac- 
tive playground for children with more than 10,000 square feet of activities. The 
virtual skyscraper of a playground is topped with a 400-pound skull, a 2,600 gal- 
lon, dumping bucket and a 50-foot volcano that erupts 80 feet into the air. 

Journeying deeper into the park, visitors will cross a bridge over Castaway 
Creek- a slow-flowing river that wraps around the park. Passing two family slides 
with giantinrier tubes suitable for eight passengers, guests tiien come face to face 
with Hurricane Bay. Half a million gallons of water turn from cooling to chaotic 
when gentle swells become a crashing tide. 

All of the attractions accent the 25 water slides ranging from family slides to 
individual racers. 

Hurricane Harbor is open for business and will be remain open until 
September.

Some plays get belter with age. A case in 
point: George Bernard Shaw's 1894 "Arms and 
die Man," which is now enjoying a sprightly 
revival by Writers' Theatre. This delightful 
romandc comedy was the first from Shaw's 
canon to his die American stage. 

Drawing its inspiration from die Bulgarian 
cavalry charge against die invading Serbians in 
1085, die witty play — evergreen, despite its age 
— picks up on some serious political diemes, 
including heroism, patrioUsm, morality and die 
conventions of war. It also incorporates into the 
mix a healdiy dose of love and a lot of discussion 
about class struggle. 

William Brown has a rock-solid seven- 
member cast under his assured direction, and 
he gets die most from each of diem, The leads 
are especially good: die expressive Elizabcdi 
Ledo as Raina, die spirited young daughter of a 
wealdiy Bulgarian family (diey like to boast 
about having the only library in town; at the 
same time they hang out dieir wash in plain 
sight of any who pass by); Brad Eric Johnson as 
Sergius, the impetuous war hero who is 
betrodied to Raina; and Tiinodiy Edward Kane 
as Bluntschli, die Swiss officer who fought on 
the side of die Serbs and who moves from 
Raina's infatuated admirer to ardent suitor. 

The first scene opens widi Raina basking in 
news of Sergius' success on die battlefield. A

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tired, frazzled Bluntschili evades pursuing 
Bulgarian soldiers by climbing a balcony and 
seeking refuge in Raina's second-Doorbedroom. 
She's oddly taken by him, hiding him under her 
bed and sating his hunger with cream-filled 
chocolates, which he confesses to having a 
greater need for than replacement bullets. 

During her conversation witii Bluntschili, 
Raina gets a completely different picture of 
Sergius' reputed prowess in batde. She's bowled 
over by Bluntschili and, with her mother (Sarah 
Gabel) as a confidant, they harbor die soldier 
overnight until he can safely complete his 
escape. 

Some six mondis later, die war has ended 
and Raina is reunited with die flirtatious Sergius, 
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though she discovers he has designs on the fam- 
ily's outgoing maid, Louka (Kimberly Mellen) 
who has ambidons to rise above her station. No 
matter that Louka is forsworn to Nicola (Paul 
Sass), a dedicated servant in the household. 

jonadian Weir, who is married to Gabel In 
real life, does a good job as Major Petkoff, who 
commanded die Bulgarian troops and must 
now sort out die changing relationships under 
his own roof. 

Sets by Brian Bembridge take full advantage 
of die theater's intimate space: die onion- 
shaped archway opening onto die bedroom bal- 
cony and the Turkish rugs and wood-latticed 
"covered windows in die library scene definitely 
create a unique sense of place. 

Writers' Theatre's lively, well-acted "Arms 
and die Man" offers a very satisfying night at the 
dieater.

A good example is his Eggplant, Cabbage, 
Lentils and Polenta widi Cheddar Crumble.

Spoon 1 teaspoon 
crumb mixture into each paper liner and press 
down with finger. Place muffin pans, or paper- 
lined foil cups, on cookie sheet, position on cen- 
ter oven rack and bake until shells arc crisp and 
golden, about minutes.

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Braddock was a 10-1 underdog when 
he beat Max Baer in 1935. He won die 
heavyweight championship in a 
thrilling 15 round decision. Two 
years later Joe Louis knocked 
Braddock out even though he floored 
- Joe early in the fight. 

Russell Crowe carries a self-confi- 
dent, quiet strength and pride to his 
role as the man who gives his all to his 
family and his profession as a boxer. 
Rcnee Zellweger's Mac is the soft-spo- 
ken, shy-eyed type, unless you stir her 
ire. Paul Giamatd turns in yet another 
Academy Award performance as Jim's 
trainer and comer man. 

With a good story, Uircc excep- 
tional actors, and though you know 
the outcome of die fight, there is 
plenty of drama. We probably would 
have liked die film better if it had 
more of die grit of "Raging Bull." The 
boxing sequences were believable, 
well choreographed, wiUi the right 
amount of blood letting. Some of 
"home-front" scenes, however, par- 
Ucularly with Zellweger, were a bit on 



the "soft focus" side. The slick 
production of die too-clean, 
poor living areas and placing 
Zellweger in a "dancer's" spot- 
light outside her door, did not 
convey the "Grapes of Wrath" 
depression reality that so 
many other scenes achieved. 
Also some good footage 
was probably left on the cut- 
ting floor involving a story 
that was only partially played 
out with Mike (Paddy Considinc of 
"In America" and "My Summer of 
Love"). A neighbor of Jim's and a 
fellow dock worker, it appears that 
Mike was also a union organizer 
during the Depression. Driven out a 
job, Mike moved to a Central Park 
we've never seen beforesea tent- 
city, with cardboard lean-tos. 
During the Great Depression, these 
so called "Hoovervillcs" (named 
after President Hoover who was 
blamed for creating the 
Depression) sprung up throughout 
the country because many families 



lost their homes since they could 
not pay their mortgages. If we had a 
better understanding of die desper- 
ation behind Mike and his wife Sara 
(Rosemarie DeWitt), die darker side 
of die movie would have come 
together more completely. 

But with the running time of 
almost 2 ? hours, die film was about 
as long as it was allowed to be. The 
DVD version may add footage back 
in and create a film that is better Uian 
you see in the theaters because of the 
attempt of studios to keep films at 
about two hours. That's Hollywood 
for you!

Last year's Waterfront Film Festival fea- 
tured many films- that were hits with film 
lovers and popular with critics. Most notable 
was the documentary Oscar winner, "Born 
Into Brothels." Other worthy films that found

ture and summer fun! Whether your interests 
include cruising the many art galleries in the 
Saugatuck/Douglas area, or sailing along the 
-coast of Lake Michigan's Eastern Shore, sun- 
bathing, golf, fishing or dining out at pre- 
miere restaurants, all tastes can be indulged. 
From funky to eclectic, Saugatuck's attrac- 
tions will make your stay unforgettable. 

The venues where die films are shown are 
indeed eclectic, including an outdoor concert 
and screening (both are free on June 9th). 
Regular venues are at the Yacht Services Club, 
Center for the Arts, die High School and 
American Legion.

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CLC bands selected for 
festival in Italy 



The Monday Night Jazz Ensemble and 
the Wind Ensemble from College of Lake 
County will travel to Italy in June to partici- ' 
pate in an international band festival.: The 
CLC ensembles were the only American 
groups chosen to play in the festival, which 
has occurred every two years in Besana, Italy, 
since 19B4. Fifty-one band members and 13 
guests will represent CLC during the festival, 
held June 24 to July 3. The host city is a town 
of 12,000 people located 35 kilometers north 
of Milan.

This festival Is 
totally in the spirit of making music with peo- 
ple from all over the world," Flack said. 
"There are concerts and parades through the 
town. But one of the highlights is when hun- 
dreds of musicians from all the bands come 
together to play the 'Hymn of all Nations.' 
Interacting with musicians from all over the 
world and learning about other cultures will 
be a fantastic benefit for our band members." 

The CLC Foundation approved a grant of 
$25,000 to help fund the trip, and several raf- 
fles were held to raise funds. 

In addition to regular members of the 
Monday Night Jazz Ensemble and Wind. 
Ensemble, several special guests will be going 
on the trip. These include several members of 
the Waukegan Symphony Orchestra; Frank 
Catalano, a tenor saxophone player from 
Chicago; Rich Corpolongo, a professional 
saxophone player from Chicago; and Larry 
McWilliams, a professional trumpet player 
and professor at Ball State University.

Summer has blasted its hot, 
sticky breath on us once 
again this year. No surprise- 
we are in the Midwest. But 
some precautions must be taken to 
insure your pet's safety this time of 
year. . Dogs should not be outside 
during the day for any length of 
time (out and in to go potty). 
Walks should be reserved for early 
morning or later evening. Aback- 
pack with water and a bowl is 
important and you should regular- 
ly offer water to your pup during 
your excursion. Many dogs love to romp 
in their fenced yards. Consider putting a 
baby pool filled witii water out there for their 
pleasure. It's a great way for Qiem to cool off, 
Be sure to change die water regularly. 

Never, ever leave your dog in the car 
when it's over 65-70 degrees outside. The car 
acts as an oven and could quickly cause your 
dog to dehydrate, get heat stroke and even 
die. If you should see a dog left in a car, 
regardless of whether the window' is cracked 
open, call die police. Wait there for them and 
insist that they open the door and get the dog 
out. They are usually very helpful and will 
stick around until the owner comes back. 

Cats should not be let outside at all but 
those of you that insist on doing so regardless 
of Uie dangers must consider the hot weath- 
er. Cats should be provided ample water and 
shade and allowed inside whenever they 
wish. Ideally keeping them insidp during Uie 
hot weather would be best. 

Even though most birds are tropical they 




have been acclimated to a regulat- 
ed indoor cool temperature so 
diey too can overheat in the sum- 
mer if put outside widiout the 
proper precautions. Birds left out- 
side in their cage to bask in the 
sun should be under partial shade, 
provided fresh water and checked 
on regularly. They can be misted 
with cool water from a bottle.

The overpopulation of pets is astounding and 
heartbreaking. Shelters all over Uie country 
have no choice but kill tiiousands of pcrfecUy 
healUiy dogs and cats, Frown upon people 
breeding dogs or cats because they can make 
a buck, think of the sad faces of animals in 
shelters. Lastly, speak about it and share the 
information In an educational, loving way 
that will promote change.

A final-hour, $55 bil- 
lion state budget passed 
Tuesday has local politi- 
cians at odds over who 
really benefited from the 
deal. 

Republicans across 
the" state have said they 
are unhappy widi the way 
the majority Democrats 
dominated budget talks 
and passed a budget in 
both die House and 
Senate. And It's no differ- 
ent in Lake County, said 
State Senator William 
Peterson (R-Long Grove). 

'The budget heavily 
favors,Ghicago," Peterson 
said. "I thought that (sub- 
urbanites) aqtually lost." 

Peterson's opinion 
conies from die fact that 
more than $2 billion was 
taken from! pensions- on 
teachers located outside 
of Chicago to help pay for 
the budget. Additionally, 
the Chicago Transit 
AuUiority and many odier 
Chicago-based organiza- 
tions received more funds, 
Peterson said. 

"It's a total rip-off of 
die suburbs," Peterson 
said. "It happens when 
you have die Speaker of 
House, President of the 
Senate and Governor 
(from Chicago) . . . They cut 
funding from (The 
University of Illinois) ...the 
flagship of the state. And 
increased the funding at 
Chicago State University."

Democrats did have an advantage 
when looking at the budget, State 
Kathy Ryg (D-Vernon 
Hills) said she diought the 
suburbs did OK - espe- 
cially in education. 

Education funding 
was improved by more 
than $300 million, an 
increase of 5 percent. 

Those types of 
increases help people 
across the state, Ryg said. 

Among the projects 
included in the education 
funding was money to 
move forward the 
University Center at the 
College of Lake County 
and money to assist with 
mandated education 
items such as special edu- 
1 cation arid transportation. 

Many school districts 
previously struggled to 
pay those mandated 
items without state assis- 
tance, Ryg said. 

State Sen. Terry Link 
(D-Waukegan) also 

applauded die education- 
al increase in the budget. 

Link also attempted to 
dismiss the notion that 
Democrats in the House 
and Senate attempted to 
pass die budget widiout 
consulting Republicans. 

"(The Republicans) 
knew 98 percent of that 
was going in there," Link 
said. "I remember when I 
was in the minority when 
we would get die whole 
budget at a quarter to mid- 
night. . .diat was different," 
Peterson said many 
republicans sdll felt they 
did not have enough time 
to review the budget.

Lake County Board members 
may soon consider a revised ordi- 
nance to the way school impact 
fees are collected.

CLC re-opens sear 
new president

After CLC trustees broke off 
negotiations with their top candi- 
date, College of Lake County offi- 
cials are going back to the drawing 
board to find a suitable president. 

A new search committee has 
been instituted, and would meet 
later this month to begin 
recruiting and interview- 
ing candidates. Their 
efforts continue a search 
for a successor to univer- 
sity president Gretchen 
J. Naff, who retires June 
30. 

As that process con- 
tinues, CLC officials 
announced that a famil- 
iar face will be taking on 
presidential duties for 
the next several months. 
Former college execu- 
tive vice president Dr. 
Russell Q. Peterson 
would serve, as interim 
president for a mini- 
mum . of four months 
beginning July 1. 

His familiarity with 
CLC officials and aca- 
•demic programs made 
Peterson an ideal 
choice for office, said 
board chairman William 
M. Griffin. Peterson 
began working for CLC 
as a part-time English instructor 
in 1975, and retired last June after 
serving in numerous administra- 
tive positions. 

Appointed by the board, 
Peterson would likely work toward 
moving CLC in die direction Naff 
has recently taken the college,

Griffin said. "Huss has all the char- 
acteristics and traits we were look- 
ing for in an interim, and I'm very 
pleased he accepted the position," 
he said. 

Several new members would 
serve on the 20-person presiden- 
tial search committee, Griffin said, 
including board of trustees mem- 
bers Robert Anderson and Philip 
Carrigan. 

He believed that the 
board would ask to sec 
four or five candidates 
in-person, and would 
choose and place into 
office a new president 
within four to five 
months. 

Board of Trustees 
members have 

appointed the Pauly 
Group of Springfield to 
conduct die re-opened • 
search for a new college 
president. Search com- 
mittee members began 
the original process 
during Fall 2004, and 
started their new search 
after withdrawing an 
offer from a candidate 
tapped to assume the 
presidency earlier this 
year. 

Due to monetary 
and other issues, board 
members decided they 
could not continue to 
negotiate with the candidate, 
Griffin said. Three other candi- 
dates with college presidency 
experience had been presented to 
the board, but Griffin said that 
none fit the university's needs at 
this time.

A computer and related equipment were

However, 
Internet laws were not yet in place 
then so Scott was charged with 
one count of attempted predator- 
ial criminal sexual assault. During 
that investigation, this investiga- 
tor was posing as a 12-year-old 
boy who agreed to meet Scott at a 
restaurant in Waukegan for the purposes of 
engaging in sex. 

Scott was brought before Judge Valerie 
Boettle-Ceckowski in Waukegan who set his 
bond at $500,000. Scott was subsequently 
remanded to the custody of the sheriff pend- 
ing posting of bond.

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New funding plan 
cockeyed scheme 

Illinois lawmakers gave it the old college try, but in the end a school 
funding reform proposal fell flat not because legislators are against 
funding education, but because die plan was so cockeyed. Billed as 
a convenient "tax swap" by cutting property taxes while raising 
income taxes, the proposition to help financially-strapped schools dur- 
ing serious debate came to be seen as a huge tax increase Tor the typical 
taxpayer. Not exactly a neat package to take to citizens at re-election 
time. 

Lake County legislators stayed as far away from the measure as pos- 
sible despite a clamor of support from a small group of parents upset by 
program cuts in some school districts due to a drop in education 
income. Two bus loads of Grayslakc residents went to Springfield to 
attend a rally for the bill. 

State Rep! Bob Churchill (R-Grayslake) called the bill for what it was, 
a product of the Chicago teachers union. Leaders of both political par- 
ties were happy to let an obscure Soudi Side senator technically elected 
as an independent sponsor die bill. 

Go figure. 'Hie so-called reform plan would raise individual income 
taxes from three to five percent. For far too many persons, particularly 
those in better-off suburban areas, a small reducdon in real estate tax 
would be more dian offset by higher income taxes. State Sen. Terry Link 
(D-Waukcgan) found fault with figures put out by boosters. 

Lost in the rhetoric generated over the bill and a companion bill was 
the negative reaction of voters toward future individual district tax refer- 
enda if the swap would have passed. How could a local school get sup- 
port for a tax rate hike from people already paying to help education by 
paying higher income taxes? Noway. Passage of the tax swap scheme 
would have been the death knell for local tax referenda.

Tills may well 
have a disastrous impact on'charitable contributions by our wealthiest citi- 
zens, at the same lime that government cuts back on help for the poor, die 
sick, and the elderly. 

Then, Congresswoman Bean again sided with the Republicans and the 
big banks and credit card companies, In drastically limiting die ability of 
those who have suffered financial reverses to protect themselves in bank- 
niptcy and get a fresh start. With our national healdicarc coverage in 
shreds and our declining labor market, this is especially harsh. Two of the 
biggest causes of personal bankruptcies In this country are uninsured 
medical bills and lost jobs. Meanwhile, die super-rich get their tax breaks. 
Also, Congresswoman Bean continues to support the tragic and mis- 
guided Iraq war. Despite the loss of thousands of American and tens of 
thousands of Iraqi lives, and the (lushing of billions of dollars straight into 
the coffers of corporations like Bcchtel and Halliburton, and die destruc- 
tion of Iraqi society and infrastructure, and the stretching of our military to 
the breaking point — Melissa Beau still lacks die courage to stand up and 
say no to this war. She voted for another $02 billion blank check for the war. 

Finally, just recently, she voted for die Republican environmental 
appropriations bill that cuts critical funding for clean water programs like 
the Clean Water State Revolving Fund, which helps with wastewater collec- 
•tion and treatment, correction of combined sewer overflows, and control of 
storm water and non-point source pollution. These funds also create good 
jobs for engineers, contractors, skilled laborers, and manufacturers. 

Again, I ask iltti District Democrats— is this the kind of representation 
you really want? Is this why you poured so much ofyour hope into ousting 
Phil Crane last year?

public credit cards?

If you took a vote of taxpayers 
on this issue, "Should credit 
cards he issued to elected pub- 
lic officials?" what would tiicir 
response be? My guess is that tax- 
payers, by probably a 90-10 percent 
vote, would say that credit cards 
don't belong in public hands. 

I bring this up because more 
and more local governments are 
allowing their elected officials to use 
credit cards for what ostensibly are 
used for public-related expenses. It 
is a bad practice, and I believe that 
will many well-intentioned persons 
fall for the temptation to use the 
cards for personal or political pur- 
puses. 

Locally, in thehotWaukegan 
Township election, it was revealed 
that the township lias issued 12 
credit cards to elected and appoint- 
ed persons. I'm not sure why the 
elected officials need credit cards 



when they are also allowed expense 
accounts. In what some called the 
Comedy Central North Chicago 
meetings when die mayor and City 
Council fought over everytiiing, it 
was revealed, and admitted to, dial 
an alderman used his public credit 
card to purchase equipment for his 
private business, but he paid back 
the city. .The same charge was made 
about an appointed staff person, 
who said he reimbursed the city. 

When the new County Board 
took office after die November -elec- 
tion, they were issued "debit cards," 
which in effect are to pay county 
business expenses. Those expenses 
arc debited against an annual $3,500 
account per board member. It is . 
increased to $-1,500 next year. The 
cards are supposed to be used for 
postage, office supplies, and official 
purchases. 

There is always a fine line on 



what are public mailings to con- 
stituents and what might be called 
political mail. I believe that die debit 
cards may increase constituent 
mailings that would otiierwise not 
be sent. 

Only four County Board mem- 
bers chose not to accept die debit 
cards, and I commend diem for 
their decision. They are Carol 
Calabressa, Brent Paxton, Stevenson 
Mountsier, and Randy Whitmore. 
Calabressa said she holds her 
expenses to a bare minimum, so she 
really didn't need a debit card. 
Mountsier said that he will continue 
to file reimbursement requests for 
the few times that ho has such 
expenses. If those four members can 
go without die debit cards, why can't 
the rest of the Board?

Our hearts go out to the family, 
friends, neighbors and school- 
mates of the two young vicdms of 
domestic violence from Zion. The 
entire community -and indeed Uie nation -is 
mourning and reeling from the shock of this 
senseless loss of vibrant and hopeful lives. 
This is die ultimate tragedy that occurs when 
domestic violence is not confronted and elim- 
inated from our communities. 

We know that somewhere between 3.3 
and 25 million children each year are living in 
homes where domestic violence occurs. We 
know diat any time there is partner abuse in a 
home, the children are affected both in overt 
and in subtle ways. When a mother is abused, 
her children see it, hear it, sense it. The chil- 
dren feel confusion, stress and fear, They may 
suffer eating and sleeping disorders, have 
headaches, ulcers, depression and anxiety 
caused by the trauma of witnessing abuse.

The initial phase of this project 
will provide safe, affordable housing and will 
foster self-sufficiency dirough onsite pro- 
gramming for 20 women and their children. 

Transitional housing is another important 
step in die ongoing comprehensive services 
of emergency housing, individual and group 
counseling, children's counseling, court advo- 
cacy and case management that A Safe Place 
has been providing to Zion residents as well 
as more than 3,000 other Lake County area 
residents each and every year.

New toll burden 

I recently attended a village board meet- 
ing where plans by the Illinois Toll Way 
Authority (TWA) to put northbound 75-cent 
toll plaza in Uie middle of Gurnee were dis- 
cussed.

Playing 'wetlands tag' 

We disagree with the claims of Rep. Karen 
May's regarding "welfands" as published in 
your May 13 edition. We suggest the legisla- 
tion enabling the creation or Storm Water 
Management Commissions be revisited. Read 
the legislation and you will not find the word 
"wetland" within its language. That was not 
an oversight by its authors or by those in Uike 
County who championed it over a decade 
ago. 

The proponents hoped that the bill would 
facilitate intergovernmental cooperation in 
establishing, coordinating, and managing var- 
ious existing and future storm water manage- 
ment facilities. Wetland preservation and 
management was not even on the agenda or 
those who initiated, worked for, and eventual- 
ly obtained passage of the Storm Water Act 
(SWA). We agree with the laudable goal of pre- 
serving and protecting wetlands, but not by 
conjuring up rules unrelated to any science 
and used as an "Income tool" allegedly pur- 
suant to a state statute which was never 
intended for that purpose. 

Claiming that the wetlands restoration 
project minimized the flooding in Gtiniee last 
year is of questionable validity considering 
that the same project existed prior to and at 
the time of passage of the SWA, Yet, ironically, 
It was flooding in Gurnee many years ago 
which served as the motivation for initiating 
the Storm Water Act. 

Unfortunately, much of the storm water 
protection activity diat Rep. May claims is 
keeping water out of basements, off streets, 
and protecting our citizens, businesses and 
homes does not do any such du'ng. Rather, 
those activities are used to wring huge fees 
from builders of anything -and diose fees arc 
not paying for establishing facilities to "man- 
age" storm water! Wetlands come in more 
dian one form - based upon science - not 
upon political whim. What a wetland Is, or is 
not, depends upon facts such as soil type, 
plant life, and wildlife for example. When citi- 
zens read the word "wetland," they envision a 
low, wet area such as a pond or lake; cattails 
blowing in die breeze; frogs croaking; and 
other wildlife such as birds, egrets, etc. inhab- 
iting the area. Yes, those do exist, should be 
and are protected! 

SB761 does in fact: create a statewide 
standard to protect wetlands; provide protec- 
tion for the regulated community by setting 
fees by statute; and establish the Illinois 
Environmental Protection Agency and the 
Illinois Pollution Control Board as the regula- 
tory bodies with jurisdiction over isolated 
wetland programs; and allows local imple- 
mentation (delegation of inspecting, investi- 
gating, and enforcement). Why the IPPA and 
the IPCB? Almost all other issues dealing with 
the Clean Water Act are handled by diese enti- 
ties. 

Reasonable people can disagree without 
being "disagreeable." If die IEPA— the"E" 
stands for "environmental" — cannot be trust- 
ed to fairly safeguard quality wetlands, why 
does It exist. The old habit of anointing one- 
self widi a "good, positive" word like "environ- 
mentalist," and placing a negative name tag, 
like a scarlet letter, such as "special interests" 
on those with whom you disagree is disingen- 
uous. Finley P. Dunne said, "A fanatic is a man 
who does what he thinks tjie Lord would do if 
only He knew the facts of die case." None 
amongst us has Uiat wisdom, so we ought to 
stick to die facts, and skip the game of "tag."

Property taxes due June 



Lake County residents should be aware 
that the first installment of real estate taxes is 
due Monday, June 6. County Treasurer Robert 
Skidmore is reminding taxpayers of the due 
date so that they can avoid paying late charges. 

Payment options include payment via U.S. 
Mail, in person at most Lake County banks 
and in person at the Lake County Treasurer's 
Office, at 18 N. County St., Waukegan. Those 
paying at a bank must have an original or copy 
of their tax bill. 

Taxpayers may also make payments 
online by credit card at 
www.co.lake.il.us/trcasurer. There is a con- 
venience fee charged by the credit card com- 
pany for those paying online. 

Two drop-boxes are also available 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week for property tax pay- 
ments. Those using either of die drop-boxes 
must pay via check and should include their 
tax bill stub in a scaled envelope. 



One drop-box is located at the northeast 
entrance of the Lake County Courthouse and 
Administrative Complex, 18 N. County St., 
Waukegan. The second drop -box is at the Lake 
County Division of Transportation, 600 W. 
Winchester Road, Libertyville, a half block 
west of Milwaukee Avenue.

our kids don't have the same ability to just 
enjoy being free as we did, but the plain 
hard truth is that it exists and sometimes 
activities that are scheduled with adult 
supervision is the way to go, especially if the 
parent cannot be there all the time to 
supervise kids just being. 

The best of all worlds is if a parent or 
parents can be there to supervise to let the 
kids just be, in a limited amount of space. 
You don't let them just take off on their 
bikes, but maybe they can ride around the 
block if they.re old enough. If it can.t hap- 
pen every day of the week, maybe schedules 
can be moved so parents can be there to 
have at least a few days of the week to let 
the kids just have unscheduled fun. 

Let me say something else about all the 
activities. You didn't mention this, but I 
have heard it enough times from other par- 
ents that I think it,s worth mentioning. Lots 
of parents I run into sign their kids up for 
an activity and then if the child doesn't like 
it and wants to quit, the parent digs in and 
says 'no way/ The parent wants die kid to 
stick it out so they don't become quitters. 1 
don't agree with that at all. I think that the 
healthiest, most successful adults are those 
who know what they like and know what 
they don't like. They don't just stay stuck in 
something they aren't feeling good about. 
They use that information to move on and 
find what does reel good to them. Now, 
obviously if this is the 16th activity in 16 



days, that's a problem with commitment 
and I would ask for more responsibility on 
the child's part for the decisions, but if it's 
the First activity chosen and it isn't working 
for the child, 86 it and let the child pick 
something else! That doesn't make a quitter. 
It makes a person who knows how to move, 
if the surroundings are not right. It also 
helps the child Find what his or her 
strengUis are and what is fun for him or her. 

So, I'm not picking sides here, and I 
think you guys need to come to some safe 
compromise that will allow some free, fun 
time for the kids just to be and some sched- 
uled time for one or two activities, not ten. 
Hope this helps!

As senior Amanda Otten's penalty kick 
sailed over the crossbar in last 
Saturday's sectional semifinal game 
against Prairie Ridge, nearly every 
member of the Sequoits collapsed to the 
ground. Minutes later, as the team huddled 
with head coach Charlie Trout, the girls 
remained inconsolable as the gravity of the 
situation sunk in. 

The end of the season is normally hard on 
any team, especially its seniors, but every last 
Antioch player realized It was likely the last 
time many of them would take the field 
together. 

With graduation and the impending ath- 
letic split with Lakes Community High School 
about to take tiieir toll, just six players from 
this year's team will suit up for Antioch next 
season. 

But Trout also asked them to reflect on the 
season's success, as Antioch finished 15-6-3 
and won a regional tide. So it was a mixture of 
emotions for the Sequoits as they felt both the 
pride of their accomplishments and die agony 
of their final defeat. 

Even senior Gina Florian, who finished 
her career as the school's all-time leading 
scorer, couldn't shake off die loss.

I he final moments of any event are exact- 
ly the instants that are forever burned in 
the mind of the participant. Within 
sports, that effect is amplified as the final 
ticks on the clock, or in. Carmel senior Dan 
Krzmarzick's case, the final points come to pass. 

As die high-powered Libertyville Wildcats 
beat perennial rival Carmel last Wednesday

Like it or not, Mizwicki was honest. While 
his team gave up nine hits, including a back- 
breaking two-run home run to Brian Betti, the 
game could not be considered a bust.

Consumers should also ask to see the loan 
originators registration card. Whether a con- 
sumer decides to work with a mortgage broker, 
or any other type of originator, the IAMB 
reminds the home-buying public to ask Tor a 
copy of UieGood Faith Estimate, which die 
orignator is required by law to provie within 
three days of application, and which details all 
costs associated with the loan. 

According to a study presented to a Federal 
Reserve Board Conference on April 7 by Dr. 
Gregory Elliehausen of the Georgetown 
University Credit Research Center, which was 
co-authored by Amany El Anshasy of George 
Washington University and Yoshiaki Shimazaki 
of Oklahoma State University, mortgage bro- 
kers' customers have a lower annual percentate 
rage (APR), on average, than bank customers. 

In addition to shopping around, die IAMB 
encourages cusumers to also engage in die fol- 
lowing practices when obtaining a loan: 

Negotiate. Don't let die promise of extra 
cash or lower monhdy payments get in die way 
of your good judgement about whedier the 
cost you will pay for the loan is really-worth it. 
Don't agree to a loan that includes extra prod- 
ucts you don't want. Negotiate die loan terms 
and agree to a loan amount only for what you 



need. 

Be cautious. Be wary of anyone who calls 
you on die phone, solicits you in the mail or 
comes to your door offering "bargain loans". 
Beware of claims that die offer is only available 
for a short period of time. Beware- of lenders 
claiming 'bad credit — no problem'. If the loan 
seems too good to be true, it probably is. 

Never act Immediately. Never pay a 
lender cash for any fees, and always make die 
check payable to the lender, not the individual 
loan officer. Say "no" to lenders who ask for 
upfront fees allegedly to cover a first loan pay- 
ment and other expenses as part of the appli- 
cation. 

Understand the terms of your loon. 
Some loans may sound very attractive because 
die monthly payment is small. Ask about bal- 
loon payments at the end of the loan period. 
Make sure you know the dollar amount of each 
mondily payment and ask if die mondily pay- 
ment can change at anytime during the repay- 
ment process. If so, find out when it will change 
and by how much. 

Don't be afraid to ask questions. You 
have a legal right to know the total cost of the 
loan, die annual percentage rate (APR), the 
monddy payments, and how long you have to 
pay back the loan. If you are unsure of any 
terms of the loan, ask. If you don't get a straight 
answer, go elsewhere for your financing needs. 

Immediately get help If you feel you 
have been victimized. Contact your county 
office of consumer affairs or your state 
Attorney General's Office.

If you're wonder- 
ing what the people next door arc doing to keep tlieir backyard looking as meticulous 
and lush as a golf course, you're iriluck. And it's easier than you may think. 

A well-manicured lawn doesn't just happen by itself. But it doesn't need to be 
backbreaking work, eidier. Landscaping pros — and in-lhc-know neighbors — understand that 




Top dressing your lawn with peat moss helps keep it green and healthy, naturally. 



a little extra effort can produce a beautiful, healthy turf all season long. If you follow these 
three simple tips this season, you'll have a thriving backyard in no time, without a ton of extra 
effort. 

1. Aerate — Just like it needs water and nutrients, grass needs air to Uirive. Aeration 
removes plugs of soil from the lawn, which loosens areas that may havejjecorrie compacted by 
heavy use, and lets air get down to the roots. Whether you use a power machine or a hand tool, 
keep in mind that an aerator that removes plugs is much more effective than one that just pokes 
holes (which can actually make soil compaction worse). Depending on the type of grass in your 
yard, you'll want to aerate in spring, early fall, or bodi. 

2. Hop dress — After you aerate, top dress your lawn by spreading 1 /8 inch to 1 /4 inch of peat 
moss over die grass with a rake. The top dressing of. peat helps gradually condition die lawn 
throughout the growing season, slrengdiening die grass to resist disease and thatch, and reduc- 
ing die amount of water and fertilizer it needs. Peat moss absorbs moisture and reduces die 
leaching of nutrients by holding and releasing diem slowly over time. 

3. Repair bare spots — Discolored patches on die lawn can ruin die look of your whole 
backyard, but diey're often easy to fix. It doesn't matter if die culprit is disease, animal urine, or 
soil compaction; a repair job takes just a few minutes, and it works wonders on abackyard's over- 
all look. Spring or fall are good times to tackle reseeding; the cooler temperatures help the grass 
grow. First, loosen die top 6 inches of soil in die affected area. (Throw away the top inch or so of 
soil if Rover is die reason for die bare patch.) Then, work 2 inches of peat moss into die soil. 
Scatter grass seeds on the soil, add fertilizer, and water with a fine spray. You can sprinkle a thin 
layer of peat moss over the new growth to add an extra measure of conditioning, and keep the 
area moist until it germinates. 

That's all diere is to it— three simple ways to give your backyard the equivalent of a fresh coat 
of paint.

ourmet cooking and entertaining can be frustrating, even for the seasoned cook. 
m With guests now congregating in the kitchen while the meal is being prepared, fum- 
\\ | bling around in the back of your cabinets for that long lost spice jar, gadget or serv- 

\\ ing tray can turn cooking into a chore. 

^^■Jl Fortunately, manufacturers are listening to these concerns, and responding 

with solutions that may change the way people think of and design their kitchens. 
"For decades now.-we've been designing kitchens in a classic triangle, with a cooking area, a 
food prep area and a cleaning/storage area. But today's serious cooks needed 'point of use' solu- 
tions," says Ellen Cheever, ASID, a well known kitchen and bath designer and industry educator. 
"So now, you're seeing appliances like special warming drawers or beverage centers that fit in 
base cabinets. The insides of cabinets are now so specialized, there is a pull out or a special draw- 
er for almost every need," she said. 

In fact, one manufacturer of high-end, semi-custom kitchen cabinetry, Decora, has just intro- 
duced the ACCESSories collecdon, with more than 100 cabinet options designed to provide spe- 
cialized storage for the gourmet cook and entertainer. With more Uian 1,000 different size, door 
and Finish combinations - and now a full line of storage products-Decora's national network of 
independent dealers and designers can offer a custom fit and a high-style look for around 20 per- 
cent less than custom cabinets, according to Jan Aufdcrhar, semi-custom manager for 
Masterbrand Cabinets, Decora's parent company in Jasper, Ind. 

"Designers are realizing that built-in cabinetry is a, great way to break up space between the 
open kitchen, dining room, great room combinations, without making the floor plan feel closed 
off. With cabinetry doing so much more now, people are lot more likely to have tilings like built- 
in butler's pantries, wet bars, study areas and even built in china cabinets/' she adds. 

Here's just a few of the applications Cheever and Aufdcrhar noted for today's new 
high-perfornuvwekitcheiis: 

Food Prep Zone: Kitchen islands have become elaborate food prep areas, with lower 
counter heights, built in butcher block countertops and knife drawers with special Inserts to keep 
knives straight , organized and sharp. Cutting boards slide out for use and disappear back into the 
cabinet when they're not needed. 

Cooking Zone: With many cooks now buying separate cooktops and ovens, instead of free- 
standing ranges, hew organization options have emerged. In the cabinet underneath the cook- 
top, chefs can put in drawers that hold up to 32 spice jars, right where they are needed, or install 
a special pull-out that holds all the pots and pans and organizes lids. A huge array of tall cabinets, 
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base cabinets and special pull outs are specifically designed to hold sauces, spices, mustards and 
chutneys, right near the cooktop. 

Baking Zone: Cooks serious about baking often choose to lower their countcrtop, adding 
knead-friendly marble counters. Now, Decora has taken this a step further by offering pull-out 
box cabinet inserts that allow bakers to store canisters, baking powders and spices together, 
under the counter. Special base cabinets have tiered, adjustable layers that arc perfect for hold- 
ing unruly springform pans, casseroles, cake decorating kits and the like. 

Formal/Casual DlnlngZones: "People arc using bnil t -in cabinets as a buffet that separates 
their kitchen from their dining area, usuallywithatall bank of cabinets," says Cheever. "With the 
right door style, you can make a combination china cabinet/buffet that never needs dusting, isn't 
in the way and can be as big or as little as you want. With the right lighting, you can display your 
best pieces as artwork. It makes setting the table a snap; and it's a very smart way to use your 
space," she says. 

The Wet Bor/Wlne Service Zone: Wet bar modules can help make a transition between 
food preparation and food serving zones, and do it beautifully. Base cabinet beverage centers 
offer everything from rollingbins on a carousel, for storing a wide variety of canned goods; to pull 
out storage meant to hold eight, 2-liter botUes of soda. Wine racks can be built in a variety of con- 
figurations — in freestanding pantries to doorless configurations built as a show area in the cabi- 
nets. Combined with today's under-the-counter wine chillers and beverage centers, there's no 
need to go to the basement for that dusty old bottle. 

Meal Planning Command Center: Built in bookcases, file drawers and computer base 
cabinets can turn a corner of die kitchen into the perfect place for accessing computerized recipe 
files, paying the family bills or storing beloved cookbook collections and culinary backgrounders. 
With some kitchen cabinet manufacturers offering built-in office modules in addition to their 
kitchen line, designers can seamlessly integrate the two - whether you're storing cookbooks in a 
hallway leading into the kitchen, adding a shelf at the bottom of die kitchen island or putting in 
a kitchen office nook. 

Task-Specific Storage Zones: Instead of a pantry that stores everything in one place, many 
homeowners are opting for dividing storage into specific work areas of their kitchens. For 
instance, some families are using storage for a "breakfast center," where a trim, pull-out base cab- 
inet can store cereals, syrups, pancake and muffin mixes and bagels. And for pel owners, a spe- 
cial pull-out base cabinet with an additional small drawer could be made to store large dog food 
canisters, treat boxes, toys and grooming materials.

Listen to Books On Tape to Help You Glean 

Having trouble finding time to read these days? You can rent great books on tape from 
die library to listen to while you're cleaning and doing chores.

Removing Candle Wax from Walls 

Candle wax can be removed from walls or other surfaces with an iron and facial tissue.

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Landscaping, plantings and outdoor living spaces provide enjoyment, but don't forget the 
value they add to our lives. 
The Illinois Landscape Contractors Association (ILCA) reminds us that air quality is 
better because trees remove pollutants and dust. Trees shading homes reduce home 
interior temperatures. In fact, properly located trees can reduce air conditioning costs 
as much as 40 percent. 
Groups of plants act as giant water filtration systems, improving water quality and decreas- 
ing rates of runoff, which results in reducing soil erosion and flooding. 

Homes with "excellent" landscaping can expect a sale price about 6 to 7 percent higher than 
equivalent houses with "good" landscaping. As for adding landscaping to a home, the improve- 
ment can bring a recovery value of 100 to 200 percent at selling time. 

Scientific studies by the University of Illinois show that being surrounded by vegetation and 
nature, reduces mental fatigue, reduces crime, reduces acts of aggression, and increases social 
' activities and interaction between people simply because

In the end, after all the studies are completed, the focus 
groups finished, the data collected, die numbers tabulated 
and crunched, we may find that the ultimate, and perhaps 
the truly immeasurable, benefit is simply the beauty that 
plants bring into our lives.

• Remove spent flowers from summer annuals to encour- 
age new bloom production and prevent the plant from 
wasting energy setting seed.

Continue monthly fertilizations and monitor for black spot 
and powdery mildew.

Lawn tricks 

• Set lawn mower height at three Inches as daytime temperatures increase and the turf's 
growth rate slows down. Taller turf leaf blades help shade the roots and encourage deeper root 
development, especially beneficial during hot dry periods. The rule to not cut off more tiian one 
third of the grass blade still applies. 

Bug lookout: 

• Check plants for three very common insects prevalent this time of year -- mites, aphids, and 
leafminers. 

• Plants damaged by mites will be discolored. To detect mites, place a sheet of white paper 
under a branch and tap die branch to dislodge the pinhead-slze spots which should begin to 
move after a few seconds. If not, smear the dots - if red, mites are present. Commonly- affected 
plants arc honeylocust, spruce, spirea and arborvitae. 

• Aphids are small green insects that feed on leaves at the branch ends, causing the leaves to 
curl and turn black. Commonly-affected plants are hawthorn, crabapple, spirea, linden and ash. 

• Lastly, leafminers leave brown tracks after hollowing out the leaves which eventually turn 
brown or appear as onion skins. Because die insect is inside the leaf, a systemic pesticide (one 
dial travels tiirough die plant) must be used. Commonly- affected plants are hawthorns, birch 
and alder. 

Check lawns too: 

• Inspect your lawn for irregular brown patches caused by sod webworms. First evidence is 
adult mollis flying about die lawn in the evening hours. The webworms (caterpillars) feed at 
night. Flooding the lawn with water will bring them to the surface from their daytime burrows. 
Visit your local garden center or call your professional landscape contractor for treatment proce- 
dure. 

• Check out dead lawn patches that may be caused by grubs feeding on your lawn's roots - 
most active from mid- June to October. Peel back a small lawn area to see the culprits. As a gen- 
eral rule, if there are more than eight grubs per square foot, the area will not recover and needs 
replacing.

You wiU see the 
letter W, S, W-S or X and then care instructions 
that will explain how the furniture should be 
cleaned. Before doing any cleaning, always 
test an inconspicuous part of the furniture . 
first. When in doubt, seek the advice or ser- • 
vices of a professional. 

Here's your guide to understanding clean- 
ing instructions, code by code: 

W: Frequendy vacuum or brush lightly to 
remove dust and grime. Spot clean using foam 
only from a water-based cleaner such as a 
mild detergent or nonsolvent upholstery 
shampoo. Apply foam with a soft brush in a 
circular motion and vacuum when dry. Get a 
professional cleaning when the furniture is 
completely soiled. 

S: Frequendy vacuum or brush lightly to 






remove dust and grime. Spot clean using a 
mild water-free solvent or dry-cleaning prod- 
uct with carbon tetrachloride. It's recom- 
mended that you get this type of furniture pro- 
fessionally cleaned. 

W-S: Frequendy vacuum or brush lightly 
to remove dust and grime. Spot clean with a 
mild solvent, upholstery shampoo or die foam 
form of a mild detergent. Avoid using any 
product with carbon tetrachloride. When 
using a solvent or dry-cleaning product, follow 
the instructions and only clean in a well-venti- 
lated area. Get professionally 
cleaned when die furniture is 
completely soiled. 

X: Clean this fabric only by 
vacuuming or light brushing 
to prevent accumulation of 
dust and grime. Avoid a water- 
based foam cleaner or sol- 
vent-based cleaning agents 
which can cause excessive 
shrinking, staining or dis- f 
tortion of the surface pile. | 

After shampooing, i 
dry the upholstery by % 
opening the window or \\ 
turning on an electric fan, a ■>• 
dehumidifier, or an air 
conditioner in 
same room.
